After the ususal pre-
liminary exerolses this wmorning, Dr, Tal- |
mage preached on "The Old Fight to Be
Settled,” from the text: ““Whatsoever yo |
wonld that men should do to you, do ye
even so Lo them."—Matt. vil, 12. Follow
Ing & the sermon {n full:

Two hundred and fifty thousand laborers
in Hyde park, London, and the stroets of
American and Buropean eities filled with

rocessions of workmen earrying banners,
trlmct the subject of Labor nud Capital to
the front.  That all this was done In peace,
nnd thot as o result, in many places, nebi-
tration has taken place, Is a hopeful sign,

The greatest war the world has ever seon
Is botweon eapital and labor, The wtrifo is
not like that which in history is ealled the
Thirty Years' War, for it is a war of cen
turles, it is n war of the five continents, it
I8 & war hemispheric, The middle clnsses
In this country, upon whom the nation has
depended for holding the balance of power
and for ncting ns medintors between the
two extromes, are diminishing; and if
Lthings go on at the same ratio as they have
for the last twenty years been golng on, it
will not be very long before there will be no
middle cluss in this country, but all will be
very rich or very poor, prilices or paupers,
and the country will be given up to palaoces
and hovels,

DANGER IN PRESENT METHODS,

The antagonistic forces have again and
again closed in upon each other. You may

»oh pooh it; you may say that this trou-

le, like an angry child, will ery itself to
sleep; you may belittle it by calling it Fou-
rierism, or SBoclalism, or St Simonlsm, or
Nihilism, or Communism, but that will not
hinder the fact that it is the mightliest, the
darkest, the most terrifie threat of this cen-
tury. Most of the attempts at pacification
have boon dead fallures, and monopoly is
more arrogant and the trades unions more
bitter. *“Give us more wages,' cry the em-
ployes. “You shall have less,” say the capl-
talista. “LCompel us to do fewer hours of
toll in a day.” "You shall toil more
hours,” say the others. “Then, under cer-
tain conditions, we will wot work at all,”
say these. “Then youn shall starve,' say
those, and the workmen gradually using
up that which they accumulated in better
times, unless there be some radical change,
we shall have soon in this country three
million hungry men and women. Now,
three million hungry people cannot be kept
guiet. All the enactments of legislatures
and all the constabularies of the cities, and
ull the army and navy of the United States
cannot  keep three million hungry people
gquiet. What then? Will this war between
capitgl and labor be settled by human wis-
dom? Never. The brow of the one be-
comes wore rigid, the flstof the other more
clinched.

But thet whieh human wisdom cannot
achieve will be accomplished by Christian-
ity if it be given full sway. You have
heard of medicines so powerful that one
drop would stop a disense and restore a
patlent, and 1 have to tell you that one
drop of my text properly administered will
stop all these woes of society and give con-
valescenoe and complete health to all
classes. “Whatsoover yo would that men
should do to you, do ye even so to them.”
I shall first shiow you this morning how
this controversy between monopoly and
hard wurk cannot be stopped, and then 1
will show you how this controversy will be
settled.

In this conntry the torch put 1o the fae-
torfes that have dischargoed haods for good
or bad reason; obstructions on the radl
tenck In front of midoight express trains
beeause the offenders do not like the presi
dent of the company; strikes on shilpboard
the hour they were golng to sall, or in
printing offices the hour the paper wis to
o to press, or In mines the day the coal
was to be delivered, or on house m‘lllfuld
ings so the bullder falls in keeping his con
tract—all these nre only n hard Wow on
the head of Ameriean lnbor, snd eripple
its arms, and lame fts fest, and plerco (ts
henrt. As a vresult of one of our great
Amorican strikes you find that the opera-
tives lost four handrad thousand dollars’
worth of wages, and have had poorer wiagos
ever since,  Traps sprung suddenly upon
employers, and violence, never took one
knot out of the knuckle of toil, or put one
farthing of wages into s callous palm,
Barbarism will never cure the wrongs of
civilization. Mark that!

ETERNAL JUATICE OOMMANDS,

Froderick the Great ndmired some land
near his palace at Potsdiam and he resolved
to get ft, It was owned by amiller, He
offered the miller three thmes the value of
the property. The miller would not take
It, because it wis the old homestead, and
he felt about it as Naboth felt about his
vineyard when Ahab wanted it Froderick
the Great was o rough and terrible man,
and he ordersd the miller into his presence;
and the king, with a stick (o his hand—a
stick with which he somstimes struck his
oflicors of state—aanid to this miller: **"Now,
I have offered you three thmes the value of
that property, and If you won't sell (v 1I'll
take It anyhow.” The millor said: *Your
majesty, you won't." “Yes," said the king,
“1 will take 1t.Y "Then," sald the miller,
“if your mnjesty does take it I will sue you
In the chancery conrt.” At that threat
Frederick the Great yielded his infamous
demand.  And the most imperious outriage
ngainst the working clusses will yot cower
before the law, Vielenoe and contrary to
the law will never accomplish anything,
but righteousness and neconding to law
will accomplish it

Well, if this controversy between capital
and labor cannot be settled by human wis-
dom, it is time for us to look somewhere
olse for velief, nod it polots from my text
roseate and jubilant, and puts one hand on
the browdeloth shoulder of capital, and
puts the other hand on the homespun eov-
ered shoulder of toll, and says, with a volee
that will grandly and gloriously settle this
and settle everything, “Whatsoover ye
would thut men should do to you, do ye
even so to them.” That is, the lady of the
houschold will say: “I must treat the mald
in the kitchen just us 1 would like to be
treated if | were downstairs, and it were
my work to wash, and cook, and sweep,
and it were the duty of the maid in the
kitchen ta preside in this parlor.” The
maid in the kitchen must say: “If my em:
ployer seems to be mors prosperous than 1,
that is no fault of hers; Ishall not treat
her as an enemy. 1 wili have the smmne in-
dustry and fAdelity downstairs as I would
expect from my subordinates if I happened
to be the wife of o sllk Importer,”

The owner of an fron mill, having taken
n dose of my text before leaving home in
the morning, will go into his foundry, and,
poassing into what s called the puddling
roon, he will see & man there stripped to
the waoist, nud beswented and exhausted
with the lnbor and the toil, and he will say
to him: “Why, it secms to be very hot in

There is somothing very mean about hu.
man nature when it comes to the top. But
it 18 no more a sin to be rich than it is u sin
to be poor. There ure those who have
gathered a great estate through fraud, and
then there are millionaires who have
gathered their fortune through foresight
in regurd to changes in the markets, and
through brilliant business faculty, aod |
every dollar of their estate is as honest as
the dollar which the plumber gets for
meniding a pipe, or the mason gets for
building & wall. There uare those who
keep in poverty because of their own fault,
They might have been well off, but they
smoked or chewed up their carnings, or
they lived beyond sheir means, while others
on the same wages and on the same salar-
les went on to competency. 1 know o man |
who is all the time complalulug of his
poverty and erying out against rich men
while he himself keeps two dogs, and
chews and smokes, and is filled to the chin
with whisky and beer!

POVERTY AND RICHES BOTH HONORABLE

Micawber said to David t‘?wrﬂuld:
“Copperfleld, my boy, one pound income,
twenty shillings awd sixpence expenses;
result, misery, Dut Copperfleld, my boy,
one pound income, expenses nineteen shil-
lings and sixpence; result, happiness.” Aund
there are vast multitudes of people who
are kept poor because they are the victims
of their own improvidence. It is no sln to
be rich, and It is no sin to be poor. 1 pro-
test against this outery which 1 hear
against those who, through economy and
self deninl and assiduity, have come to
large fortune, This bombardment of com-
mercial success will never stop this contro-
versy between capital and labor,

Neither will the countest Le settled by
cynieal and unsympathetic treatment of
tﬁe laboring clusses. There are those who
speak of them as though they were only
cattle or draught horses. Thelr nerves are
nothing, their domestic comfort is nothing,
They havo no more sympathy for them than
# hound has for s harve, or u hawk for a
hen, or o tiger for u calf, When Jean Val-
jean, the greatest hero of Viector Hugo's
writings, alter 4 bfe of suffering snd brave
endurance, goes into incarceration and
doath, they clup the book shut and say,
“Good for him!” They stamp their feet
with indignation and say just the opposite
of "Save the working classes.” They hinve
all thelr sympathies with Shylock, and not
with Antonio and Portie.  Thoey are pluto-
erats, and their feelings are infernal, Thay
are filled with trritation and Iraselbility on
this subject. To stop this awful lmbrogilo
between capital and labor they will 1ift not
#o wuch as the tip end of the little inger.

cines, just come into my office any time."

After awhile, ornsh goes the money
market, and there Is no more demand for
the articles manufactured in that iron mill,
nud the owper doss not know what to do
Ho says, “Shall 1 stop the mill, or shadl |
run it on half time, or shall I cut down the
men's wages!"  He walks the floor of his
counting room all day, bamlly knowing
what to do. Toward evening i:m calls all
the laborers together. They stand all
around, some with arms akimbo, some
folded arms, wondering what the boss is
going to do now. The manufacturer says:
“Men, business is bad; I don't make twenty
dollars where 1 used to make one hundred.
Somehow, there is no demand now for
whnt we manufacture, or but very little
demand. Yousee, | am at vast expense,
nud 1 have called you together this after-
noon to see what you would advise, 1
don't want to shut up the mill, because
that would force you out of work, and you
have always been very faithful, and 1 fika
you, and you seem to lke me, anod the
bairns must be looked after, and your wife
will after awhile want a new dress. |
don't know what to do."

THE GRATEFUL WORKMAN,

There is a dead halt for o minute or two,
nnd then one of the workmen steps out
from the ranks of his fellows and says:
"Bosa, you have been very good to us, and
when you prospered we prospered, and
pow you are o s tight place, nud 1 am
sorry, and we have got to sympathize with
i.'uu. I don't know how the others fesl,
ut 1 propose that we take off twenty per
cent, from our wages, and that when the
times get good you will remember us and
raise them again.” The workman looks
around to his comrades, and says: ''Boys,
what do you say to this? All in favor of
my proposition will say ay." “Ay! ay! ay!"
shout two hundred volees.

But the mill owner, getting in some new
muchinery, oexposes himsell very much,
nod takes cold and it settles into pneu-
monin and he dies. In the procession to
the tomb are all the workmen, tears roll
Ing down thelr cheeks nnd off upon the
ground: but un hour before the procession
goets to the cemetery the wives and the
chilidren of those workmen are at the grave
waiting for the arrival of the funeral
pageant. Tho minister of religion may
have delivered aneloguent eulogium before
they started from the house, bat the most
Impressive things are said that day by the
working classes standing around the tomb

That vight n all the cabilng of the work
ing people where they bave fanily prayers,
the widowhood gnd the orphanage In the
mansdon are  remoem bers No glaring
]urlnll wtlons look over the fron fence of the
cemetery; but, hovering over the scene, tho
benediction of God and man is coming for
the fulfillment of the Christlike injunction,

“Whatsoever yo wonld that men should do
to jou, do ye oven so to them. '

YOh," sayn some man hers, “that s all
Utoplan, that ls apocryphal, that is tm
slbla.” No, Leut outof a r this: “One
of the pleasantest Incidents recorded in a
long time is reported from BheMeld, Eng-
land. The wages of the men in the iron
works st Shefllold are regulated by s board
of arbitration, by whose declston both mns-
ters and men are bound. For some time
post the iron and steel trade has been ox-

not, without much loss, pay the wages fixed
by the board, which nelther employers nor
employed have the power to change. To
avold this diMenlty, the workmen in one
of the Inrgest steel works In ShefMoeld it
upon o device ns rare as It Was  Eenerous,
They offored to work for thelr employors
one week without any pay whatover. How
much better that plan s than o strike
would be "
GOLDEN HULE CORPORATIONS,

But you go with me and 1 will show you
—not 8 far off ns Sheffield, England—fac
tories, banking houses, store houses, and
contly enterprises where this Christlike
Injunction of my text is fully kept, and
you oould no more got the employer to
practive an Injustice upon his men, or the
men to conspire against the emplover, than
you could got you right hand nnd your left
hand, your right eyve and your loft eye,
your right ear and your left ear, into physd
ologioal nntagonism. Now, where s thin
to begin®  In our homes, In our stores, on
our farms—not walting for other peaple to
do their duty. Is there a divergence now
between the parlor nud the kitchen! Then
there Is something wrong, elither In the
parlor or the kitchen, perhaps in both
Are the clerks In your store frate ngalnst
the firm?  Then there s something wrong,
olther behing the counter, or in the private
ofllce, or perhnps fn both

The great want of the world today is the
fulfillment of this Christlike injunotion,
that which he premulgated in bk sermon
Olivetdo.  All the political economlists un
der the archivolt of the heavens in conven
tlon for a thousand years cannot settle this
controversy between monopoly sod hard
work, between capital and labor.  During
the Revolutionary war there was a heavy
plece of timber to be lifted, perhaps for
suome fortress, and a corporal was overses
fog the work, and he was giving eonmmands
to some soldlors ns they lifted: “Heave
away, there! yo heave!™ Well, the timber
wus too heavy; they conld not get it up,
There wus n gontlomnn riding by on a
horse, and he stopped and sadd to this cor-
poral, “Why don't you help them 1fer
That timber is too heavy for them to life."
“No,” he sald, I won't; [ am n corporal.”
The gentlemnn got off his horse and came
up to the place, “Now,” he said to the
suldiers, "ull together—yo heave!" and the
timber went to its place.  “"Now," said the
gentleman to the corporal, “*when you have
i plece of timber too hieavy for the men to
lift, and you want help, you send to your
commanderfu-chief.” Tt wus Wishingron!

Immortal.  Divide up your estates, or por
tlons of thom, for the rellef of the workl
before you leave it Do not go out of the
world Hke that man who died elght or ten
years ago, loaving in his will twenty mill
lon dollars, yot giving how much for the
church of Godr  How muech for the allevi
atlon of human suffering? He gave some
money & little while before he died.  Tha
was woll, but fo all this will of twonty
million dollars, how mueh? One million®
No. Five hundreed. thousand! No. One
hundrmd dollars? No. Two centa? No
Onecent! No. These groat cltles groan
ing In augnish, natlons erylng out for the
biread of everlnsting e, A man ina will
wiving twenty wmilHons of dollars and not
one sent to God! It s a disgrace to our
vivilizntion
